Roosevelt and H arry Trum an were run­ 
ning up their long series of victories, its 
own best friends readily adm it something 
m ust happen to it before it is back in the 
running. 
Hence, the speculation. 
Everybody has a different idea about 
making something happen. 
Everybody is wondering w hether 
the 
Coldwater leadership is going to stay in 
power, or w hether it will be forced out 
in favor of some other leadership. 
This leads to speculation about which 
leadership should replace the Coldwater 
leadership, provided it is going to be re­ 
placed, or can be replaced. 


AI.L THIS speculation is being wasted. 
It is worse than useless because it does 
not take into consideration two things 
about the party system in 
the 
United 
States. 
First. It is literally a two-party system 
—a division between one party in power 
and another party out of power. The party 
out of power is hoping to get into power, 
and the party in power is hoping to 
stay there. 
Thus, the parties, not individuals with­ 
in the parties but the parties, themselves, 
survive by performing a political service 
for the electorate. 
Their job Is to win support at the polls. 
They are not societies for the preserva­ 


tion of a faith or an ideology but organi­ 
zations for the indispensable American 
system of opinion and opposing opinion. 
If they are unable to command votes, 
they are unable to survive. 
This is the most im portant thing about 
the party system —survival. 


THE SECOND most im portant thing is 
the fact that voters, not strategists, have 
the final say about the policies a party 
stands for. 
This accounts for the laborious effort of 
drawing party platform s. This is where 
party factions thresh out key differences. 
It is pointed out that no one pays much 
attention to party platform s after they 
are drawn. But it should be pointed out 
oftener that party insiders face their mo­ 
m ents of truth while the platform s are 
being drawn. 
This is where the question of party 
domination is answered. This is where 
party strategists come to term s on their 
bid for success. If they cannot please the 
voters whose support they want—if they 
cannot do the thing parties exist for— 
their campaigns are costly experim ents 
in futility. 


INSTEAD of wasting time in specula­ 
tion. much of it wistful and wishful, peo­ 
ple genuinely interested in the two-party 
system should be finding out what rank- 
and-file voters expect. 
President 
Johnson's 
winning 
party 
needs to know this just as much as the 
losing Republican party needs to know. 
Leadership in both parties should 
be 
spending more time talking to voters and 
less tim e speculating. The parties' fate 
is settled at the polls, where voters speak. 


Parents’ Cooperation Needed 


Current studies of the feasibility of es­ 
tablishing a joint Columbiana County vo­ 
cational high school have pointed up the 
desire of m any students for vocational 
training and the interest of many school 
and industrial leaders in the proposal. 


The tri-state district is a complex of 
varied industries and trades for w h i c h 
there is at present only a limited over all 
training program . 
Some of the crafts and trades have ap­ 
prentice program s, some schools h a v e 
types of on-the-job training and many high 
schools have shop and drafting facilities. 
Rut there continues to be a need for ed­ 
ucated workmen in many plants and busi­ 
nesses, yet there is also lack of employ­ 
ment for m any young people just out of 
high school. 
One factor which has led to this need 
for skilled or semi-skilled labor and to un­ 
employment has been an unrealistic atti­ 
tude of parents concerning their young­ 
sters’ future.

Rut each human being has unique and 
special characteristics which do not al­ 
ways lead along the paths parents have 
selected.

TO 
ANSWER 
the question. 
it s necessary only to look at the 
result of the senatorial contest 
in New York State, where Sen. 
Keating, who did not endorse 
Sen Coldwater, went down to 
defeat, notwithstanding his sup­ 
port of liberal and moderate 
policies. 
Similarly, even Rep. Robert 
Taft of Ohio, another moderate, 
failed in his bid for the Senate 
and Charles H. Percy, a Repub­ 
lican liberal, was unable to win 
the 
governorship 
in 
Illinois. 
George Murphy, a conservative 
Republican, was, however, vic­ 
torious in California as Presi­ 
dent 
Johnson failed to carry 
Pierre Salinger along on 
h i s 
coattails. 


Conservatism 
was 
not 
re­ 
jected in Virginia either. Sen. 
Harry Byrd, conservative Dem­ 
ocrat and a strong opponent of 
the 
civil 
rights 
bill, was re­ 
elected by a greater 
majority 
than Mr. Johnson received The 
Southern states which went for 
Coldwater were not reflecting 
necessarily the issue of conserv­ 
atism so much as they were re­ 
cording a protest on the civil 
rights issue. 


REALISTICALLY, ♦ h e coun­ 
try as a whole had its change 
on Nov 22. 1963 Despite t h e 
great feeling of sadness and the 
general dismay that a president 
of the United States could be re­ 


moved 
from 
office 
by w eb 
a horrible method, the fact is 
many Republicans and Demo­ 
crats regarded Mr. Kennedy as 
likely to give way to some of his 
radical advisers and as tending 
to 
be 
somewhat 
hostile to 
business. 
When, with the passing of Mr. 
Kennedy, Lyndon Johnson cam e 
into the presidency, there was a 
deep - seated feeling that he 
would do nothing rash to alter 
the historic attitude of a con­ 
servative country toward radical 
and irresponsible m easures in 
public policy. 
If the feelings of many people 
in both parties during the recent 
camapign 
could 
have 
been 
articulated in a slogan, it was 
this: “ In your heart, you know 
that Lyndon Johnson is really a 
conservative ” 
The President himself recog­ 
nized the point when he selected 
Sen. Hubert Humphrey to be his 
running m ate so as to satisfy 
liberal sentiment. 
Even here, 
there were apologies extended 
and explanations made to help 
convince 
conservative voters 
that Mr. Humphrey would not 
pursue a radical corn se but was 
safe for the conservative side. 


SO THE THEORY that the 
election was a repudiation of 
conservatism and a victory for 
liberalism or the m oderate point 
of view will be disputed, and the 
votes 
in 
the 
next 
sessions 
of Congress will provide a bet­ 
ter 
criterion 
than 
Tuesday's 
election results 
The truth of the m atter is that 
the 
American 
electorate may 
harbor 
deep 
differences 
on 
many controversial 
questions, 
but does not vote for a change 
In administration when peace 
and prosperity prevail 
It has happened before that 
the peace didn’t last long a n d 
war cam e shortly after a cam ­ 
paign based on “ keep us out of 
w ar” slogans It has also been 
true that 
depression has fol­ 
lowed a period 
of 
prosperity. 
The people vote on conditions as 
they are at the time, and not as 
they might be in the future. 
The 
American 
electorate, 
moreover, 
is 
often 
deeply 
affected by a public impression, 
inaccurate though it may be. 
Thus, on the radio and TV and 
in the press Sen Goldwater was 
pictured a* a rash and irre­ 
sponsible person who might pre­ 
cipitate a war This concept of 
his candidacy spread to Europe, 
too. where there was a sigh of 
relief when the news came that 
President 
Johnson 
had been 
elected, 
All in all. the voters again 
dem onstrated that two basic is­ 
sues 
usually

most — economic, insofar as 
employment or profits ir e con­ 
cerned. and emotional, such as 
the fear that American youth 
soon might be drafted for war.

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Reports Due 
On Expenses 
Of Aspirants 


Candidates who sought office 
at the general election Tuesday, 
whether or not they were suc­ 
cessful, must file sworn state­ 
ments of campaign receipts and 
expenditures by Dec. 18 at 4 
p. rn. with the County Election 
Board. 
The board issued that remind­ 
er today, adding that similar re­ 
ports also are required of com­ 
mittees that supported or oppos­ 
ed any candidate or issue. 
State law fixes the deadline 
for the reports at the 45th day 
after the election. It’s the so­ 
called "Corrupt Practices Act,” 
which puts a ceiling on cam­ 
paign spending. 
The law requires the state­ 
ments must be accompanied by 
receipts for 
any expenditure 
over $25. Even if the candidate 
had no receipts or expenditures, 
he must file a report. 
Law bars the Election Board 
from issuing a certificate of 
election to a successful candi­ 
date if the report is not filed. 
In addition, failure to file the 
report within the time allowed 
bars a candidate from seeking 
public office again for f i v e 
years 
The law puts a ceiling of ll.- 
OOO on the expenditures of can­ 
didates for Common P I e a s or 
Probate Court judgeships and 
sets a maximum of $750 for ex­ 
penses of candidates for state 
representative For other county 
offices, the ceiling is $500 if the 
vote cast for governor in the 
county in November 1962 w a s 
S.OOO or less, plus $5 for each 
IOO votes cast in excess of 5,000 
Although committees formed 
on behalf of candidates are not 
limited in the amounts they may 
spend, they also are required to 
file statements of receipts and 
expenditures, along with receipt­ 
ed bills for expenses of over 
$25 
The first two of the expense 
reports were filed with t h e 
board Thursday, both by Harry 
T. Greenwood, clerk of the Bea­ 
ver Local School District. 
He said the district s p e n t 
nothing campaigning for tw o 
levies - a new 5 4-mill proposi­ 
tion and a renewal of 16 mills.

that he call his first news con­ 
ference of that kind next Tues­ 
day morning, the day after the 
Legislature returns for a special 
session.

Rhodes has not held a news 
conference in almost a year. 
The committee, representing 


' more than IOO major newspap­ 
ers. radio and television stations 
which are members of the AP, 
adopted a resolution at their 


recent meeting calling for a re­ 
sumption of news conferences. 
Art Schreiber, news director 
EYW R a d i o , Cleveland, pre­ 
sented the resolution to Rhodes. 
The resolution, by Sidney E. 
Eisner of the Cleveland Plain 
Dealer, noted that the governor 
had not held a general news 
conference here since the day 
before last Thanksgiving. 
"We will hold regular press 
conferences during the legisla­ 
tive sessions to keep the news 
media informed on administra­ 
tive and other legislation if they 
want c o m m e n t from us,” 
Rhodes said. 


But he added: "I don’t think I 
I can set up a given day for the 
press.” Rhodes said he is out, 
of town frequently and would 
hold news conferences during 
his travels. 
“We have a standing invita­ 
tion for any correspondent to 
go with us,” the governor said 
I “We see no purpose for us to 
remain in Columbus and have 
press conferences when we can 
do so much in the field.”

Get Into Verbal Battle 


WASHINGTON (AP> — Rich­ 
ard M. Nixon has fired at Gov. 
Nelson 
A. 
Rockefeller 
as 
a 
“ spoilsport” 
and 
been 
called 
“ peevish” in return as the fight 
for control of the Republican 
party breaks into the open. But 
like former President Dwight D. 
Eisenhower, they appealed for 
unity. 


The party struggle — essen­ 
tially an effort by moderates to 
wrest control from Coldwater 
conservatives — had been pret­ 
ty much off-stage until Thurs­ 
day. But then, at a news confer­ 
ence in New York. Nixon spoke 
up. 
The former vice 
president, 
who 
campaigned 
widely 
for 
Barry Coldwater, said Rocke­ 
feller. who was cool to the Ari- 
ronan’s 
campaign, 
“ got 
his 
pound of flesh.” 
The New York governor, said 
Nixon, was the ‘‘principal divi­ 
der” 
of the Coldwater cam ­ 
paign. 
And, Nixon continued, 
the party’s future rests with 
“ unifiers rather than dividers.” 


Rockefeller is vacationing in 
Spain, but a spokesman in New 
York released a statement call­ 
ing Nixon’s remarks a “ peevish, 
post-election utterance.” 
Said the New York governor, 


a member of his party’s liberal 


wing: “ This is a time for con­ 


structive rebuilding of the Re­ 


publican party as a vital force 
in the mainstream of American 


political life. Mr. Nixon’s latest 
maneuver Is hardly calculated 


to advance this effort.” 
Party moderates are expected 
to press their drive for control 
of the party at a governors con­ 
ference next month. And, if they 
make any headway, they can be 
expected to pull out the stops at 
a meeting of the Republican 
National Committee in January.

George Romney despite a Dem­ 
ocratic sweep of the state, some
